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i. At the 25th conferenca of the SED Pa rty Executive Board 
Minister Heinrich Rau reading from a report by the Polit- 
bureau discussed Communist aime and methods. Rau emphasized 
that the dismantlings at Watenstedt-Salagitter must be ex~ 
plolted by propaganda means for strenghening the National 
Front in Western Germany. It was pointed out in the report 
that the Incidents at Watenstedt-Salzgitter wore an ime 
portant starting point for the activities of the National 
Front in the Western Zones. The mission of the Commist 
Party and the National Front must be’ @stabliah a united front 
with the mass of the Social=Democratic voters, thereby bringing 
them to oppose their party leadershiv. It is to be kept in 
mind thet this rift may be deepened by emphasizing the close 
connections betwaen the Social-Democratic Party leadership and 
the Sritiesh authorities.

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Hau gave this as the reagon why the Nationa: Front Lomaivtees 
are called Peace Goumitteess,.
